On  the  morning  of  November  11, 
1921,  the  third  anniversary  of 
the  armistice  that  ended  World 
War  I,  the  American  Unknowi 
Soldier  was  buried  in  Arlington 
National  Cemetery  on  the  banks 
of  the  Potomac, 

Only  three  weeks  before  this 
soldier  had  slept  among  the 
unidentified  dead  beneath  the 
battlefields  of  France.  His 
coffin  was  one  of  four  picked  at 
random  from  the  four  main  battle- 
fields. 

Reaching  Washington  on  November 
9,  the  body  of  the  vinknown  warr- 
ior lay  in  state  in  the  rotunda 
of  the  Qapitol  surrounded  by 
floral  tributes  from  kings  and 
common  folk  and  with  an  unending 
stream  of  grateful  Americans 
passing  in  silent  homage.  Early 
on  the  morning  of  the  11th  a 
distinguished  cavalcade  headed  by 
President  Warren  G,  Harding  and 
two  former  Presidents  escorted 
the  casket  across  the  river  to 
the  cemetery.  There  in  the 
presence  of  a great  throng  this 
"American  soldier  known  but  to 
God"  was  laid  to  rest  in  "honor- 
ed glory."
